Phiadeiphia, Pa., July 22.—[Special.J— 
Accepting the chairmanship of the Phila- 
deiphia branch of the National Security 
Neague, formed at a meeting held in the 
Racquet club tonight, John Wanamaker 
made his hearers gasp by proposing that 
the United States raise $100,000,000 if nec- 
essary to buy Belgium from Germany. 

“ Understand me, we are not to keep or 
hold Belgium,”. he said, ‘‘ but merely to 
gain freedom for it and let it work out 
its destiny, unmolested. Belgium can pay 
us back when it gets on its feet, so to 
speak, and in good time.

test against its occupation. Belgium has 
mo money with which to pay the indem- 
nity that will beasked.

Tens of Thousands 
of Armenians Slain 
Is Russian Report 


Petrograd Paper Says 
9,000 Women and Chil- 


dren Met Death. 


BIG TOWN WIPED OUT 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

PETROGRAD, July 22. — The 
Novoe Vremya publishes what pur- 
ports to be details of a massacre by 
the Turke of Armenians which ex- 
ceeds in number any record in his- 
tory. 

In one section of the article it is 
said that the Turks after massacring 
wholesale the population of Bitlis, 
collected nine thousand women and 
children from the surrounding vil- 
lages and drove them to the banks 
of the Tigris, where they shot every 
one of them. They then killed an- 
other thousand which had escaped 
the first slaughter. 

Four battalions, it is seid, have 
been sent to the Mush valley with 
orders to destroy every one of the 
12,000 Armenians in that district. 
The slaughter has already begun, 
it is said. | 

All the Armenians in the Diarber 
region, the report eays, have been 
killed. ci

LONDON, July 23, 5 a. m— 
The allies at the Dardanelles are 
using armored automobiles to 
break through the entangle- 
ments erected by the Turks, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from the 
correspondent of the Times at 
Mitylene.

Russians, Fighting Desperate- 
ly, Fall Back on Rivers 


Defending Capital. 


LONDON, July 22.—The Austro-Ger- 
man armies continue to press the Rus- 
sian forces defending Warsaw, and while 
they have made progress at some points 


they have not as yet made any serious| 
breach in the well fortified inner lines de- 


fending that city. 

The Russians have been pressed back 
te the bridgehead positions directly west 
of Warsaw and into the fortress of Ivan- 
gorod, further to the southeast on the 
Vistula. But at these points they are 
probably in a better position to offer stub- 
born resistance. 

German Attacks Slowed Up. 
The two attacks that are being made 
from the north along the Narew river by 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg and that 


which Field Marshal von Mackensen is | 


directing from the southeast between the 
Vistula and Bug rivers apparently have 
been held up, or the Germansare waiting 
for an opportune moment to move for- 
ward and catch the Russian armies 
should it be decided to evacuate Warsaw. 
At any rate the Ber)in official statement 
does not-claim any marked advance for 
Vén Mackensen, while the report, al- 
though it states that the Russians have 
ceased their counter attacks along the 
Nearew, does not mention any significant 
success on the part of Von Hindenburg. 


Teutons Invest Russian Fortress. 

BERLIN, July 22.—The war office 
today announced that the Austro-Ger- 
man forces which are driving at Wer- 
say from the south had compelled the- 
Riissians to retreat into the fortress of 
Ivangorod, about fifty-six miles south- 
east of the Polish capital. The fortress is 
now closely invested. All along the line 
leading east to the Bug river the Austro- 
Germans have stormed the Russian posi- 
tions. - 

In the Courland région and on the 
Mariampol-Koyvno road German troops 
continued their advance yesterday. Be- 
fore evacuating Windau the Russians 
applied the torch to the city and the har- 
bor works, according to advices received 
at Libau. The greater part of the city 
is said to have been destroyed. 

Germans Advance in North, 

“ Northeast of Shavii, in Courland, our 
troops, advancing concentrically, cap- 
tured 4,150 prisoners and a great quan- 
tity of baggage,”’ the official statement 
says. ‘South of the Mariampol-Kovno 
road we enlarged the break and gained 
further ground to the eastward, captur- 
ing 1,210 men. On the Narew the enemy 
discontinued useless counter attacks. 

“South of the Vistula the Russians 
were pressed back toward Warsaw onthe 
line running through Blonie, Nadarzyn, 
and Gora Kalwarja.

end of summer, without giving the Rus- 
slans a chance to reorganize their de- 
moralized armies or await new guns and 
ammunition, which the Russians expect.

This is not to be conveyed to young Americans by 
American life in our time, and it cannot be im- 
pressed upon them in « y effectual way except by 
some general act of citizen devotion. The nation 
should impress its reality upon youth by giving edu- 
cation to all alike. ae 

No nation needs this influence so much as an in- 
dividualistic democracy like ours, and the need be- 
comes steadily more urgent as the world in which 
we live becomes more and more highly organized. 
The day of the frontier individualist society, of the 
pioneer with his rifle and his ax, has departed; yet 
we cling to its traditions. 

The advantage of military education to the indi- 
vidual as distinguished from that accruing to the 
nation and to the citizens.as its constituents we be- 
lieve is quite as plain. Speaking at the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Scienees a few years ago, 
President Hadley of Yale said that “the two years 
of German military service teach lessons which are 
of just as much importance in peace as in war; that 
the majority of intelligent and patriotic Germans 
today will tell you the German army gives the Ger- 
man nation habits of discipline, cleanliness and effi- 
mi which cannot be obtained in any other way.” 
It Kas been claimed that the physical condition of 
the French has been bettered 20 per cent since uni- 


versal military training was adopted. No one who | gards the 
knows German youth and German manhood and. 


contrasts its physique with that of masses of the 
English population or even with that of large classes 
of our own city dwellers can doubt the tremendous 
good that is accomplished in this respect alone by the 
two years of training undergone by German youth 
at a period when carriage and physical habits are in 
the making. 

Militarism in the true sense of a constant think- 
ing in terms of military force, of the subordination 
of civil government to militdry, of a main reliance 
apon war as a mode of advancing national interests 
has nothing to do with the establishment of a “ citi- 
wenry trained and accustomed to arms.” Our own 
constitution requires military service of every cit!- 
ven. That is demoeratic citizenship. Only we do 


not require of ourselves in times of peace the duty | 


of preparing efficiently to fulfill our lawful duty. 
We accept the principle. We ignore the practice. 

It is time to face our own unwisdom and make 
an end of ft. It is time to repair our lack of know!- 
edge in a world where other vital peoples know how 
to defend themselves.

Moreover, she excited no end of ill- 
will by the manner in which she in- 
fluenced her husband against his chil- 
dren, all of whom were the issue of his

herited, a year or so before her death, 
most of the huge fortune of her uncle 
and aunt, the late Comte and Comtesse de 
Chambord. But, although she had been 
forced by the intolerable misconduct and 
extravagance of her husband to sepa- 
rate from him, she neglected to alter the 
will which she had made in the early 
days of her marriage, and the conse- 
quence was that, when she passed away 
rather suddenly, it was found that he 
had been accorded a life interest fn all.

But Princess Elvira was driven, to 
eacape an intolerable existence under her 
father’s roof, to eloping with the Roman 
painter Foilchi, with whom she stil re- 
mains, being unable to marry him, az his 
wife is living, and the Italian code does not 
admit of divorce.

He declined to contribute a 
penny piece to the furtherance of the 
Carlist cause in Spain, being content to 
let his adherents furnish the wherewithal 
from their own pockets. 

Nay, he even refused to refund moneys 
that they had advanced to him or to ex- 
tend a helping hand to those who had 
sacrificed their all and ruined themselves 
and their families for his sake. 

The lawsuits brought against him by 
his children in the Italian courts in order 
to compel him to make them allowances 
out of their mother’s fortune were a 
source of continual scandal, and both 
he and his wife were seyerely boycotted 
by all the royal! and imperial Italian and 
foreign personages, who visited or go- 
journed at Venice.

At his death it was found that he 
left to his widow everything that he could 
leave away from his children, although 
every penny he had came to him from 
their mother, his first wife.

Capt. Sir John Fowler of the Seaforth

His gon, the second baronet, who also 
bore the name of John, had, unfortunate- 
ly, when @ youngster, committed some 
offense against schoolboy ethics at Eton.

tremble you feel on the line. A pickerel 
catries his prey to a secluded spot and 
stops before swallowing. The waiting 
rule applies only when you hook the min- 
now through the lips. 

If you hook it through the back you 
don’t have to wait, but can set your hook 
the instant you get a bite. This method 
of hooking, however, is hard on the min- 
now, and it is better to use a minnow har- 
ness, which allows you to hook the min- 
now through the lips on the smal! upper 
hook and requires no waiting. 

The preserved minnows are only sub- 
stitutes and should be used with a small 
spoon or on an Archer spinner or strung 
on the shank of plain hooks so they will 
spin. In fishing fast water with minnows 
the best way is to use a float set so it will 
just keep the minnow off the bottom, If 
you want to troll, few rigs equal the old 
Delevan spoon and two large minnows, 
especially good for pike and pickerel. In 
that excellent magazine, Outers’ Book, 
a perch fisherman tells of the success he 
has with a minnow made from ordinary 
tin foil. You fellows who fish for perch 
from the piers should give this a trial.

Chief among live bait we must not over 
look the friend of our youth—the wriggly 
angleworm. Both the red manure worm 
and the fat night crawiers are good; black 
bags like them, and they are the one best 
bet for blue gills and bullheads. Dig 
your worms a day ahead and keep them 
in damp moss, which will toughen them. 
Carry them in a can of sand—not mud, 
In digging manure worms you will find the 
white grub with brown head—take a few 
—fine for black and rock bass. Then 
there is the helgramite, or dobson. 

Fasten him on a Carlisle hook with a 
rubber band snapped around his collar 
and he will travel around and just dare 
a bass to bite—the livest bait of them all. 
You can use the ordinary cockroach in 
the same way—in fact, a few red rubber 
bands should be in every tackle box, be- 
cause no matter how you hook live bait 
it. reduces its liveliness and that is its 
main attraction. 

Soft shell crawfish are great for bass, 
too. Use the rubber band on them, but 
hook the hard shell through the tail. The 
soft shell, by the way, is not a separate 
species, but simply the hard shell *‘ moult- 
ing.”’ or changing shell. The best bait 
for them is a silver quarter dangled in 
front of the eyes of a small boy.

The live frog is the favorite of many 
bait casters. Hook 'em through both lips 
and use a belly down weight, if you prefer 
plain hooks, but we prefer the Stanley or 
McCurdy weedless frog hooks or a U. B. 
frog harness. 

These do not by any means cover the live 
bait that will catch fish—you can use 
leeches, small snakes, mice, grasshoppers, 
crickets, either on plain hooks or with a 
small spinner. 

Here in Illinois, where there is no closed 
season on game fish, the live bait user 
should have a bait box—or, as a small boy 
expressed it, build a chicken coop for 
the worms—with the bottom filled with 
about two feet of mud. Late in the fall 
throw in frogs, minnows, and other “ crit- 
ters” generally used for bait and you 
will have live bait by simply digging it 
out of the mud early in the season, when 
it is scarce and when the hungry fish are 
out looking for it.

A week later turn out the contente of the 
jar upon a broad dish, and mix and toss 
until the salted masse is loosened. Then

[covered] in a cool place to Pipen. It 
will keep fragrant for twenty years, ifthe 
cover be left onalltime. Formula: Violet

All the recommendations and conclu- 
sions are those of the investigator, and 
have not yet been passed on by Chair- 
man Frank P. Walsh or the commission 
as a whole. 

Regarding the complaints of the girls 
employed by the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany against the quality and quantity 
of the food served them in the company's 
lunchroom, the report says: 

“ The service which the public demands 
cannot be furnished by undernourished 
giris, nor by those in a state of worry 
caused by the anticipation of sickness or 
unemployment, for which it is impossible 


wage.” 
Report on Wage Rate. 

Here is the conclusion as to the present — 
rate of wages: 

* Investigation shows that the majority 
of the girls not. living with and partially 
supported by their families are boarding 
with friends or relatives at reduced rates, 
the wage being insufficient independently 
to maintain a decent standard of living. 
It is an economic wrong to impose the bur- 
den of the partial support of these useful 
units of the telephone business upon other 
members of the family or other willing 
persons with whom they may —— to 
live.”’ 

As an offset to these conclusions the re- 
port gives the employers credit to this 
extent: 

“ That the wages paid by the telephone 
companiés are slightly better than those 


paid girls in other occupations, but prob- — 


ably no higher than in occupations equal- 
ly exacting which require a similar train~ 
ing.”
